SAFE IN POKT. 


__ 
K, NOV. 1.—The German steam- 


er Rhein from Bremen, arrived here yester- 
day with the crew and passengers of the 
Duteli sleanifi- Jliuisdam, which was burned 
•it »ea Octobur 24. News ot the rescue had 
l>recerie<l the arrival in the bay of tho 
lihein, and when at about three o'clock tlio 
steamer was towed into her dock hun- 
dreds of relatives and friends of those 
who took passage in the Maasdam were 
on the 
clock. 
Captain VanUerzee, of 


the burned steamer, says he lett Rot- 
terdam October IS with eight cabin and 133 
steerage passengers and a crew of forty-five 
men. They had moderate weather until the 
3.Jd, when a violent northwest gale sprung 
ui). During the storm a petroleum tank 
be'nui to leak, and on this Mill one of the 
iTiiw in endeavoring to find the leak ignited 
the oil. The tank at once exploded, setting 
lire to the ship and severely burning the 
seaman. 
KVery effort was made to corupl 


the flames, but without success, and in Two 
hours tha Captain was forced to order 
tiie 
boats 
lowered. 
The 
passengers 


and crew 
were 
safely transferred to 


the boats and they remained near the burn- 
in"- vessel until nine p. in., when the liliem 
came up and took them all on board. 
Nothing was saved but the clothes winch 
the rebelled vfcople wore. When the pas- 
*en:'ers- and crew took to the boats the 
storm of the previous clay had subsided in a 
great moa-sure, bi!t by the time the lUii'in 
came up a heavy sea was ag.iin running and 
one ot the boats was half filled with water. 
The women and children hail to be taken 
on board the Kliein by means of baskets. 


Ur. T. T. Smith, surgeon of the burned 


steamer, was a graduate of Ann Arbor 
(Mich.) University in 1S83. He and all on 
board agree with the Captain's story, 
lie 


was unable even to save his instruments. 
Bruins Feternmn, first oilicer of the Ichc-in, 
says they first sighted the burning ship 
when about twelve miles off. The llamcs 
lit up the sea for live miles around. He be- 
lieves that had the lilu-in been two hours 
later in picking up the Mausdam's pos>en- 
KOIS and crew not a soul would have been 
saved, as by that time the boats would not 
have been able to live in the storm.

"It is a conservative statement to say that, 


exclusive of. New York city and Brooklyn, 
the Republican defection in the state at larg« 
is not less than 00.000.

natures and from the names guranteed to 
us in a great variety of ways that the figure 
I havo givon of the Republican detection 
outside of New York city'and Brooklyn is 
far witain the mark." 


"Have you any means of verifying your 


statement?" 


"Yes. 
In almost every election district 


of the state we have an organization or a 
committee at work in our interest To each 
one of these we have sent a carefully pre- 
pared set of questions asking for precise in- 
formation of the political position in theii 
locality.

Tlie Stone \WorK OK tlie Catholic 


CUnrcU. 


James A. Young, of Decatnr, has 


completed the stone work on the 
Catholic church, with the exception 
of the towsr. It is generally ac- 
knowledged that the stone work upon 
this famous fabric surpasses that 
npon any building outside of Chica- 
go, and Mr. Nolte, an architect of 
Effiogham, the superintendent of 
construction, says that Mr. Young 
has done his work to perfection. 


The south entrance is a gothic 


stone arch of four layers, and is sur- 
mounted by a stone gable and cross. 
Tne approach to the door is by six 
atone steps on throe sides. The win- 
dows are gothic shaoed, mounted by 
arched stone and 
labelled stone 


moulding. The buttresses besides 
the belt course are mounted by five 
courses of stone weathering. The 
tower, when completed, will contain 
twelve layers of stone. In this struc- 
ture there will ba over 2,000 cubic 
feet of dressed btone. Th« expense 
for stone rnd work alone will amount 
to something near §6000, and has 
taken on an average of seven men 
three and one-half months to do the 
work. 


Mr. Young has been greatly assist- 


ed in this work by his son, Charlie, 
who has had principal charge of the 
drawings and details. It is a monu- 
ment to the artistic skill of these gen- 
tleman. —[Mattoon Commercial.
